1945 VALENIAN EXCELS 

Notification from the National Scho- 
lastic Press Association arrived last fall 
to the effect that the 1945 Valenian 
merited the All-American Award. This 
award is reserved for those yearbooks 
rated superior within their own group. 
Our own annual belongs to a classifica- 
tion which includes schools of an en- 
rollment approximating five hundred 
students. This is the second time with- 
in our history that a staff has received 
the coveted award. 
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VALPOST 

Responsibility for the Valpost rests squarely on the shoulders of the journalism classes and of 
their instructor, Mrs. Foor. The students themselves gather the news and the latest gossip, hold in- 
terviews, and write the articles and editorials. They help finance their project by soliciting adver- 
tisements from local citizens. Only the actual printing goes beyond the confines of the school. That 
this four-page publication is popular is shown by the eagerness with which the subscribers await its 
arrival in their homerooms every other Friday afternoon. So moderate is the price of 50c for a 
whole year that almost no one is deprived of the pleasure of reading his own copy. 

Established in 1929, the Valpost has consistently received first-class honor ratings from both the 
National Scholastic Press Association and the International Quill and Scroll. Its name is the result of 
a contest held among the students in school at that time. To George Baker, alumnus of 1932, goes 
the honor of having contributed the prize-winning suggestion. George received a year's free sub- 
scription. 

Actually a product of Journalism II, the Valpost nevertheless draws heavily upon Journalism I, 
which is the basic course for future aspirants in the publications field. Here it is that the theory of 
newspaper writing is mastered. Once students have advanced to the second semester's work, they 
are allowed to express their choice as to such staff positions as they wish to fill. Final assignments 
depend upon the mutual agreement of the other class members and of the sponsor.
